or eliminated by the administration of a serotonin reuptake inhibitor in a patient in need of such 

treatment, which method comprises administering to the patient an effective amount of

Group 7, claim 38, drawn to a process of purifying citalopram, either in racemic or enantiomeric 
form, substantially as illustrated by the Examples. 
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The inventions listed as Groups 1-8 do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: The special technical feature in all the claims is citalopram. A well known, 
commercially available compound CAS Registry No. 59729-33-8. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious burden on the examiner if restriction were not required; because the inventions require a different 
field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
